Search & Rescue 
aids survivors

7he combined cHorts ol the Sierra Madre 
Search & Rescue Team, Sierra Madre l ire Depart¬ 
ment and the Arcadia Fire Depariment, led to the 
successful rescue of four area residents from their 
wrecked automobile early Sunday morning, Feb. 17. 

The alarm was sounded at 3:20 with a car 
over the side of Chantry Flats road and all units 
responded. Upon arrival it was determined there 
had been four occupants in the car, 400 feet 
below the road, which was upside down and 
crushed. Two of the occupants were able to crawl 
up the hillside. They were transported to Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital by Sierra Madre Rescue 41. 

Members of the rescue team then rappeled 
down ropes to the two injured who eould not 
crawl away. 

Passenger Alexander Dtokich, 16, sullered a 
fractured left femur and other tnultiple contusions 
while passenger Brian Cireco suffered a head and 
back injury. Both were placed on separate back- 
boards, after their injitries were stabilized. 

Separately, the injured were raised up the in¬ 
cline, while being atietided to by rescue team mem¬ 
bers. They were then transported by AI D paramedic 
ambulance to Methodist Hospital for treatment. 

A total of 17 fire personnel and 15 SMSR 
members contributed over 112 hours to this success¬ 
ful rescue.

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Lent is Growth Time

As a child I remember Lent as a time 
to do without, to give up something. Not 
wrong in itself, for we as a people have 
such abundance in comparison with other 
nations, it was essentially a negative time. 
Indeed, not unlike an endurance test to 
determine if we had the will power to go 
without certain favorite foods. 

Fasting is still important in keeping 
Lent, but it is not the whole of Lent- 

Our Blessed Lord speaks of “Prayer 
and Fasting” together. After quite a few 
years of permissiveness in our country we 
see a return to certain disciplines in edu¬ 
cation as well as in religion. For the 
Christian, discipline should be surrounded 
by prayer lest it become legalistic; prayer 
needs discipline or it becomes an oc¬ 
casional observance at a person’s own 
convenience. 

The Episcopal Church’s Book of 
Common Prayer calls people to the ob¬ 
servance of a holy Lent, “by self-ex¬ 
amination and repentance; by prayer, fast¬ 
ing, and self-denial; and by reading and 
meditating on God’s holy Word.” 

This is certainly a well-balanced Lent 
of giving of self in various ways (time 
is a most important area), and by adding 
positive things to our daily lives. 

In following this counsel. Lent be¬ 
comes a true opportunity for growth in a 
person’s life. Not just a Sunday exercise, 
but a daily endeavor to grow in our un¬ 
derstanding of what our relationship with 
Jesus Christ is and demands. 

By keeping an honest Lent, people 
realize how great the Easter Victory really 
is; the gift of eternal life was bought at 
great cost of pain, sacrifice and giving 
by our Redeemer. 

May the 40 days of Lent be a challeng¬ 
ing pilgrimage for us all.
